of hair attached, to Viola Locke, who 
was scalped in an accident at the 
shoe plant. 

“We have forty girls right here 
in. the shop who atready have offer- 
ed @ piece of their scalp and a tress 
of their hair to the unfortunate Miss 
Locke,” Weber told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Friday. ® 

A. whirling belt at the shoe factory 
caught Miss Locke’s hair three days 
ago and tore the scalp, from her head. 
Forty pieces of scalp from the heads of 
forty girls, physicians said, would sava 
Miss Locke frem going through life 
wearing a wig. The girl, whose home 
is at 3723 Chouteau avenue, is 16 years 
old. 

Would Not Be Bald. 

The young girl is pretty and the pain 
she suffers from her injury is in no 
wise comparable to the anguish she en- 
dures at the fear she may be forced to 
go through life bald.

PROFITS ARE SMALLER 


Prices Higher,» He Says, but 
Material and Labor Are 
More Expensive.

Charles § Barrett of Union City, 
Ga., president of the Farmers’ Educa- 
tional and Co-operative Union, which 
begins a week’s convention Monday 
at the Coliseum, is in St. Louis Friday 
with a message of three fundamental 
ideas, which will be launched during 
the séssion. They are as follows: 

The farmer, instead of profiting 


by the prevalent high prices of the 

food stuffs which he produces, is 
_ making less money now than he 

did under the regime of low prices. 

The condition of the farmer can- 
not be benefited by political or- 
ganization or by affiliation with 
the labor unions. Therefore the 
address of Samuel Gompers Monday 
afernoon, in which he is expected 
to urge a union of farmers and 
labor men into a political party, 
will fall upon stony ground. 

The mighty national problem of the 
cost of. living cannot be solved ex- 
cept by a new departure in the edu- 
cation of the farmer. This education 
should consist mostly of trarning in 
business methods, with a modicum of 
science and a smattering of cultural 
branches. The final solution of the 
problem will require several genera- 
tions. 

Makes Less Money. 

“The farmer,” Barrett explained to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “is getting high- 
er prices for his crops, but making less 
profits than he did 10 years ago. The 
cost of agricultural implements has in- 
creased and the cost of farm labor has 
doubled, because the laborers work 
fewer hours, do poorer work and de- 
mand greater wages than ever before. 
This is because the choicest young men 
of the country have emigrated to the 
cities. 

“Parasitical middlemen are robbing 
both the farmer and the consumer. I 
know @ man who.sold several crates 
of turkeys to a dealer last winpter at 
11 cents a pound. The birds were 
shipped 140 miles to a wholesaler, who 
promptly boogted the price to 30 cents. 

“Tl know of*farmers who sold apples 
for $1.50 a barrel. The city dealers 
raised the price te $5, and sold some of 
the apples at five cents apiece. 

“Another farmer sold hogs at $6 a 
hundred. The midaieman sold them in 
the Kansas City stock yards at $11 a 
hundred. These unnecessary middle- 
men must be eliminated, and will be 
when the farmer learns to conduct his 
ewn business transactions with ‘skill.”’ 

Frost for Gompers. 

Barrett continued with the prediction 
that Samuel Gompers will enceunter a 
frest when he attempts to interest the 
Farmers’ Union in politics and labor 
unions. 

“The farmer,’’ said the president, ‘“‘is 
as big a fool as anybody at first, and 
will enthuse over anything, but he is 
fundamentally conservative and dis- 
trustful. He is used to being manipu- 
lated by politicians,’ so that when they 
come with propositions te uplift him, he 
regards them as ‘Greeks bearing gifts.’ 
He has no confidence in the labering 


man of the cities, believing him to be} 


a radical all of the time. 

“Therefore, I believe that Gompers’ 
propositions will go in at one ear.and 
out at the other with mest of his audi- 
ence.”” However, he said he spoke only 
for himself. 

Barrett spoke of \the tragedy of theu- 
sands of men who have attempted to 
benefit the farmer, only to shatter to 
pieces against his timidity and his 
chronic suspicions, They were leaders, 
he said, whe had no glimmering of un- 
derstanding of the class they were at- 
tempting te help. 

“What the farmers like,”’ said he, “‘is 
to be addressed as I talk to them, with- 
out flattery. I tell them: ‘Bless your 
blamed old hearts, you know you're 
timid, suspicious that everybody is try- 
ing to sell you gold bricks and 4is- 
trustful ef every .change, but I'm «4 
farmer like yeu and am going to help 
you. s

With the survey from the Caddo gas 
fields to St. Louis practically complet- 
ed, the Busch-Everett syndicate is pre- 
paring to incorporate @ $15,000,000 com- 
pany to pipe natural gas to this city 


‘to be distributed through the mains of 


the Laclede Gas Light Co. 

Surveyors are now in St, Louis County 
to finish the last lap of the survey of 
the 500-mile route from Caddo to St. 
Louis. They began work several months 
ago, after ardrngements had been com- 
pleted for bringing natural gas to St. 


‘| Louis. 


The company will be incorporated as 
soon as possible so that its bends can 
be floated in New Yors. It is esti- 
mated the pipe line will cost about 
$15,000,000. Arrangements have been 
made by G. H. Walker & Co. with New 
York Tfokers to take the bond issue. 

Fields in Leisiana. 

The Calido natural gas fields are in 
Northern Louisiana, The Busch-Everett 
syndicate has acquired control of a 
large portion of the flelds, and in ad- 
dition. to the St. Leuis enterprise, it 
proposes to pipe natural gas to New 
Orleans. The price of natural gas, it is 
announced, will be less than 50 cents in 
St. Louis. 

Following two years of natural gas 
agitation, the Laclede company an- 
nounced last fall that any syndicate 
piping natural gas to St. Louls could 
use its lines on fair basis. The Busch- 
Everett syndicate, which is said to 
control the Laclede, éntered into ne- 
gotiations for the sé, of the mains 
and announced some time ago that ar- 
rangements had been completed for 
piping natura) gas to St. Louis. 

The stock of the new corporation 
will be owned principally by St. Louis 
men. After the Laclede company 
was wrested from the North Ameri- 
can company, its control passed to St. 
louis men. Plans were at once 
started to piping natural gas to St. 
Louis from the Louisiana fields. The 
incorporation papers of the new com- 
pany will be filed in Jefferson City 
in a few days, it is said.

Notice He Will Demand 
Searching Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—Repre- 
sentativé Martin of Colorado today 
Served notice tn writing upon Chair- 
man Dalzell of the House Committee 
on Rules of his desire for an early 
hearing upon his resolution charging 
the unlawful sale of Philippine friar 
lands to the Sugar Trust and that the 
sale was effected by improper in- 
fluences working through the De- 
partment of War and Justice. A copy 
of the notice was delivered to Minor- 
ity Leader Clark, who is the ranking 


minority member of the Committee 
on Rules. 

When asked if any new facts with 
reférence to his charges had devel- 
oped, Mr, Martin made the following 
statement: 

“The most recent development was 
the Admission by Gen. Edwards and his 
assistant, Maj. McIntyre of the Insular 
Bureau, before the House Insular Com- 
mittee, that Poole, the alleged purchaser 
of the San Jose friar estate, was only 
an agent, and that the money was put 
up by Horace Havemeyer and two oth- 
ers, one of whom is’a stockholder and 
is, or Was, a director of the Sugar 
Trust. This effectually disposes of the 
original claim of the War Department 
that: the sale was to an individual. 


Charge of Double-Dealing. 
*“But, more startling than this admis- 


sion and threatening to dwarf in im- 
portance the sale itself, is the disclosure 
that at the very time the Government 
was carrying on prosecutions against 
the Sugar Trust for the gigantic New 
York customs house frauds, it was 
knowingly negotiating with the heads of 
the Sugar Trust, through Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wickersham’s former law, firm of 
Strong & Cadwalader, of which Henry 
W. Taft is a member, to give it a foot- 
hold in the Philippines. 

“It is true that this law firm, after 
laying the wires for the friar land 
sale, hired another firm of attorneys 
to puil them, assigning as reasons the 
relationship between the firm and the 
administration and the fact that dis- 
cretionary action upon the part of the 
Government was: involved, but the 
only discretion involved was the vio- 
lation of the law and policy of this 
Government, which required the final 
sanction of the Attorney-General. 
Such conduct can only be construed 
as an admission that the transaction 
was a doubtful one and neither the 
firm nor the transaction gained any- 
thing thereby, ‘either in law or mor- 
als, 

“The representative of, the Strong & 
Cadwalader firm who first took the 
matter up with the Bureau of Insular 
‘affairs is said by the officials of that 
bureau to have made the statement 
that his clients were referred to him by 
Judge Johnson of -Philadelphia. Judge 
Johnson is chief counsel for the Stan- 
dard Oil Co, in the great dissolution. suit 
now pending in the United States Su- 
preme’ Court. 


Firm’s Cnccnisitibian Cited, 
It is rather singular that he should 


have been called upon to perform the 
office of referring the heads of the Su- 
gar Trust to their own law -firm. Un- 
less that firm is grossly libeled the 
Havemeyers got pretty well acquainted 
with it when it defended the Sugar 
Trust in the $30,000,000 damage suit 
brought against it for wrecking the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Refining Co. and 
which was still pending, with Henry W. 
Taft as attorney of record, at the time 
when Mr, Wickersham, presumably 
through Henry W. Taft’s influence, was 
appointed Attorney-General. 

“These facts couple the Sugar 
Trust and the administration so close- 
ly that there is no lost motion. They 
shed new light upon Attorney-Gener- 
al Wickersham’s efforts to prevent 
the indictment of the higher-ups in 
the Sugar Trust and make still more 
apparent the reason why the admin- 
istration has opposed a congressional] 
investigation of the Sugar Trust... 

“And finally, they absolutely dis- 
qualify Attorney-General Wickersham 
to further conduct Sraseuettons of the 
Sugar Trust.”

The International Court.

The Post-Dispatch indorses Secretary Knox's plan 
to establish a continuous international court for in- 
ternational controversies, “a diplomacy of true grand- 
eur of conception” and “quite reasonable and practi- 
cable,”’ 

Secretary Knox's conception? No. Seven years ago 
Lord Salisbury became so enthusiastic when the 
whilom president of the Interparliamentary Union, 
Congressman Bartholdt, made this very same propo- 
sition, that he termed it an ‘‘inspiration.” 

Reasonable? No. We push through the crowds on 
Broadway and Olive and Washington without don- 
ning sword and breastplate, because the police 
“force’ protects us. We no more surround our cities 
with moats and battlements, because the militia or, 
if need be, the entire national “force,” would speed- 
ily get after anyone who would break interurban 
peace. But what “force” exists to enforce the de- 
erees of your great international court? Whenever 
the decisions of such court are rendered by a close 
majority of its members, the temptation to appeal 
to “force of arms’’ will be Irresistible and war will 
be inevitable in spite of any and all solemn court 
decisions. | 

Practicable? No. Mere love of conquest has often 
prompted war-—money can conquer today without 
bloodshed. The overflow of dense populations has 
today become a source of profit to steamships and 
large labor consumers, instead of causing, as it has 
done, big killings. A quarrel like our civil butchery, 
between chattel slave-holders and wage slave-holders, 
is today an absurdity, because wage slavery is proven 
beyond dispute the most profitable. “Humanitarian” 
wars, like our Cuban sugar war with Spain, are to- 
day entirely superfluous, since better means have 
been found to run #nd keep nations tn debt. Thus

BRINKOP WILL START HIS 
ASSESSORS OUT ON JUNE | 


They Will Ask Everyone, How 
Much He Is Worth and 


Fix. Amount. 


Following Judge Wilson A, Taylor's 
decision that the President of the Board 
of Assessors has no authority to demand 
taxpayers to make returns of their per- 
sonal property, Assessor Brinkop says 
he will instruct the district assessors this 
year to give notice to every property 
owner in St. Louls to submit @ sworn 
inventory of his wealth. The district 
assessors will begin their rounds June 1. 
In dismissing the cases against Priest, 
Scullin, Francis and Clifford, Judge 
Taylor held that only a district asses- 
sor, as the official corresponding to 
the county assessor, has the authority 
to require taxpayers to return their per- 
sonal property for taxation. 

Assessor Brinkop told a Post-Dispatch

jurisdictions they reside, the same no- 
tice that was given every other taxpayer 
in St. Louis. 

The 10 district assessors are appoint- 
ed by the Mayor for four years, and 
receive each a salary of $150 a month.
